A LITTLE TABLE 


Causes a Great Row in the American 
Oper a Company. 


Mme. Fursch-Madi Suspended at the 
Pleasure of the Directors. 


The Prima Donna Collides with a Property 
Table on tne Stage, and a Dramatic 
Scene Ensues—Insulted by the Stage 
Manager— Mme, Fursch-Madi’s State- 
ment—The Difficulty to Be Settled by the 
New York Board—A Very Curious Stery— 
Official Correspondence. 


There is a little unpleasantness in the ranks 
of the American Opera Company which, while 
it furnishes some exercise in managerial tac- 
tics for the pilots of that enterprise, is 
liable to work a serious injustice to 
a confiding and patriotic public. The 
trouble has resulted ln the change in the com- 
pany’s advertisement, placing Miss Bertha 
Pierson inthe part of Valentine, which was 
to have deen sung by Mime. Fursch- 
Madi to-night, and the announcement 
through the local columns of the morning 
papers that the last-mentioned lady had left 
unexpectedly for New York. Those of the 
company who were willing to talk cir- 
culated the statement that the trouble 
which led to this result was a collision be- 
tween the personal taste of the madame and 
the individual authority of Mr. Wm. Hock, 
the stage manager of the company regarding 


the position of a chair and table on the stage 
during the renearsa! of the Huguenots“ es- 
terday afternoon at the Exposition. he 
lady is said to have pushed the table from its 
position and to ave thrown the chair 
some distance across the stage. The 
stage manager is said to have struck 
the table with his flat and asserted his author- 
ity in a loud voice, Fursch-Madi to have wept, 
and Mr. Theodore Thomas to have thrown 
down his baton and declared that his connec- 
tion with the rehearsal was at a close. 

MME. FURSCH-MADI 
was seen this morning at her room in the 
Southern Hotel after several importanate 
messages from a PosT- DISPATCH reporter. Her 
story which was told with considerable feel- 
ing and accompanied with frequent dramatic 
action and some tears is substantially as 
follows: , 
At was yesterd

Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg, Vienna and every 
European capital. I sang the part in Paris 
when the opera was put on under the per- 
sonal supervision of its author, Meyerbeer, 
when he approved or suggested avery de- 
tall of ite mise-en-scene. I had ways 
seen the stage arrangement inau- 
gurated by him followed by other 
managers and by frequent singing of 
the opera had grown at home in that arrange- 
ment. Mr. Hotk made some changes of the 
setting in the first act, and insisted upon 
them, although I asked him about the setting 
and explained the way Il was used to seeing it 
arranged. Of Gourse, I recognized his au- 
thority as stage manager, but as I was singing 
the part my ideas about such trifling matters 
might have, at least, been considered, espe- 
cla iy when the composer of the opera 
was bimseif my authority for the suggestions. 
In the second act, while I was singing in re- 
hearsal yesterday afternoon, I, as the part 
demanded. was moving backward up 
stage. While doing 80 I unex- 
pectedly collided with & table 
which Mr. Hock had placed in the center of 
the stage while [had been down front. You 
know that gg like that disturbs a person 
who is singing. It is more em ing thana 
similar accident to a speaker, and in ad- 
dition to hurting my back as I stumbled 
over it, the table disconcerted me and 
I impatiently pushed it aside as any 
person under an impulse might have 
done, and wished to continue with my 
work. Imagine m — then, when, in- 
stead of sympathyzing with my embarrags- 
ment or at least speaking kindly as a gentie- 
man is popularly supposed to speak to a lady 
Mr. Hock, the stage manager, — 1 7 ushe 
the table back to its position and ing it 
with his hands said that it must stay right 
there.’ He also angrily —— up the chair 
and slammed it down on the stage. 

At the recollection of the scene the lady’s 
eyes filled with tears and for a moment she 
was unable to proceed. When sufficiently in 
control of her emotions she said: ‘‘When 
Mr. Hock behaved 20 could not 
restrain my tears and, being perfectly unfitted 
to continue the rehearsal, I walked from the 
stage. Mr. Locke, the manager, cameto me 
and said that Mr. Thomas felt affronted at my 
conduct. asked him to guy 
to Mr. Thomas that 1 
meant no affront for him. Subsequently I 
wrote a note to Mr, Thomas saying the same. 
I also offered, as the rehearsal had been 
broken up by my impulsivenesss, to rehearse 
to-day, although it is not eustomary fora

Iam not sure 
but it is beyond all doubt that she and Lord 
Biandford went to the Purfleet Hotel and 
stayed there as man and wife from Saturday to 
Monday. You will have called before you not 
only the evidence of a man at the hotel, who 
was acquainted with them, but also that of 
two gentiemen of independent position who 
saw them there togetber; so that there can be 
no doubt whatever left on your minds that 
they stayed together from Saturday to Monday 
at this hotel. 

DR. BIRD, 


Mr. Finlay next took up the case of Dr. 
Bird. Hesaid: ‘‘He isa surgeon, a young 
man and unmarried. You will find that in the 
course of a very affectionate correspondence 
between Lord and Lady Colin, the latter re- 
fers several times to Mr. Tom Bird. Mr. Bird 
first attracted the attention of the servants 
during the course of long visits to Leigh 
Court. He was a good deal in attendance on 
Lord Colin and a great deal in the company of 
Lady Colin. Lady Colin’s health, whatever it 
might have been at the end of 1883, was at the 
time to which 1 am referring such 
as to allow of her taking long waiks 
with Dr. Bird. Lady Colin was also 
in the habit of running up to London, and on 
one occasion she went to a concert with Dr. 
Bird. I mention their going to the concert to- 
gether simply to show the terms of intimacy 
existing between them, and not because there 
was any serious objection thereto. After the 
concert, however,a very odd incident oc- 
curred. Mr. Tom bird left bis coat, and it was 
sent or brought by the manager of the concert 
to Cadogan Piace, saying that it was Lord 
Oolin’s coat. Whether that was due to Lady 
Colin or Dr. Bird having left instructions 
that the coat should be sent as Lord Colin’s, 
or whether it wasa very natural mistake on 
the part of the manager, 1 can not ear. 
After the return of Lord Campbell in town, in 
February 1888, Dr. Bird was constantly 
calling, His calls were not the ordinary calls 
of society. Ifa man makes a call he generally 
gets 1 he can. But time is 
no object with Dr. Bird. He was for hours 
with Lady Colin. Theystopped alone and the 
visits were of such a character that attention 
was frequently called to them, because orders 
were given by Lady Colin that when Dr. Bird 
was with her no one eise should be introduced. 
Dr. Bird’s house was at 38 Brook street. On 
the Sth of April, 1883, or about that time, Lady 
Colin went out alone from 79 Cadogan Place in 
ahansomcab. She drove to 88 Brook street, 
where she took up Dr. Bird and the two of 
them together went away down to 
Newcross Hall. I think there was 
a concert there, but I don’t know whether 
it was a charitable concert or not. The cab 
man waited for themand drove them back. 
As be was driving home his attention was at- 
trated by a noise in the cab and he opened the 
little trap-doorand looked in. He was some- 
what curious, and he there saw Lady Colin 
with her head resting on Dr. Bird’s shoulder.

of St. Louis, This address was mailed to Sec- 
retary Potter of the Elevator Association last 

e address is a8 follows: 


for us to present 
to you a oft facts and 
considerations ich we beg yo 
serious attention. Our interests, though dis- 
tinct, are yet so n connected at we 
believe that you will acknowledge that your 
welfare is largely bound up in ours and that 
the ruin of flour milling here, in 80 far as we 
would like to be one of the important milling 
centres of the world would bea fatal blow to 
our owa interests. A few years o, before 
he general introduction of roller-milling, St. 
Louis flour enjoyed such prominence as mad 
it relatively independent of the products of 
other sections and the millers could afford 
to pay and did pay higher pricesfor wheat 
than could be nettedinany other part of the 
country. This is all yor y now. ‘ 
OUR 

stil) has a little 1 but the roller has 
made acceptabie four from the spring wheat 
of the Northwest, from the soft, w winter 
wheate ofthe Northern states andfrom the 
wheat of every state, and we are now subjected 
tothe closest, keenest and most unrelenting 
competition of all these sections, without 
especial advantages on our side, but in most 
instances with the drawbacks of greater dis- 
tance from consumers and gene of higher 
freights. Last year, with the failure of the 
wheat crop, which was the greatest around 
us, the milis of St. Louis were operated witb- 
out promt awhile, which under the circu:- 
stances was not unexpected. This year, 
with one of the mest wheat érops 
ever harvested, the mills are running ata loss, 
Cost price cannot be obtained for four. When 
stocks accumulate mille are compelled to stop. 
Atthis moment a general shut-down seems 
inevitabie and only regard for their employes 
that they may not be deprived of their liveli- 
hood, and the v e hope of a chance for the 
better at some future time, has kept the 
wheels moving thus far.

* PLENTY OF WHEAT. 

„Ot wheat there isin the public elevators 
,000 bushels, a quantity suf- 
ficient to supply the milis for their ordinary 
yvonne until the next crop if not another 
bushel was brought here. And as to prices 
the quotations of to-day are as hig as 
at Toledo, O., and Detroit, Mich., considerin 
that here the buyer pays elevator charges an 
ther’ the seller pays them and these places 
have rates of freight to the greater part of our 
common customers 25 to 50 per cent less than 
ours. We have ceased to bea wheat shipping 
market, 

‘*Why then, with euch an abundance of wheat 
which cannot be shipped everywhere, can we 
not getitatfair prices, at competing Ogures 
with other markets? 

Because the wheat stored in your elevators 
is owned by you for purposes of speculation 
only. You have sold it for distant future de- 
livery—for May, principally—your buyer’s bid 
for wheat is offering to sell again for 
future delivery, and for its rac- 
tical purposes the wheat whic is 
stored here might as well not exist. 
The mills idle, dead property; the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars invested are lost to the 
wéeaith of our city aud largely to its revenues; 
thousands of employes must transfer their 
skill and labor to some other sections; the 
coopers, the sack men, the teamsters, the 
wagon-makers, the coal business, the banks, 
the transportation lines und the hundreds 
emer lines affected by our industry will 
suller. 


A SHORT-SIGHTED POLICY. 

Take away the flour transportation from our 
city and see what an immense proportion of 
the traffic is lost. What good will it do you in 
the long run to sit on your millioas of bushels 
of wheat for four or six months and get your 
$150,000 or $250,000 of carrying charges for 
it when in the future ears there will 
not be the number of mills to grind your 
wheat? St. Louis, it is acknowledged, can 
only be a wheat market through its milling 
interest. Remove thisand the wheat will take 
the direct route to the flual markets, and there 
are routes enough all over the country to 
these markets and rivais enough to show 
these routes. Remember, too, the stream of 
business carries with it all of a 
cognate nature and corn and other 
staples will follow wheat. Do not flatter 
yourselves that after having lamed our busi- 
ness this yeara more considerate course in 
future will revive it. Business connections 
once abandoned are not easily restored. Com- 

etition in this age is too keen not to improve 

y all possible means advantages once 
secured. 

Your course, we regret to say, is in the 
spirit of the monopolistic tendency of 
our day which evokes the soounterpart 
of socialism, and for both evils a remedy is 
now sought by wise statesmen through legis- 
lation. further result of this course is the 
death of the receiver or commission mer- 
chant’s business. You have competed with 
himin the country and beaten him by your 
superior advantages. How many will close 
their business and give up the fruitiess con- 
test to handle the grain here? 

Our Merchants’ Exchange as a wise precau- 
tion against abuses has repeatedly refused to 
allow private elevators the privilege of being 
‘‘reguiar’’ and refused grade to their grain. 
In what essential respect is your position dif- 
ferent from theirs now, and how long will it 
be when your special een will be with- 
drawn as a measure o 

SELF-PROTECTION 
to the commission merchants and-the n 
trade? How loug before your forced retainers 
at — Exchange will rebel from your govern- 
ment 

Then comes the State power from which you 
derive your franchises. Will it not insist that 
—.— charters are solely for public ware 

ousemen and not for dealers, jobbers and 
manipulators? 

Individually we acknowledge we have often 
met with acts of kindness on your part; re- 
ceived your assistance in our difficuities and 
generally been well treated, and these very 
acts have mitigated the grievance which we 
suffered, but they dave not removed 
them. The cause lies in your system, 
and, our burden becoming more and more in- 
tolerable, approaching to a fatal termination, 
we now address you witha statement of our 
situation and of our grievances.and ask for a 
careful consideration and a prompt remedy.’’
